(b) a black open bteast coat, white shirt, white collar, 
stiff or soft, and white bands with Advocates’ Gowns. 

In either case long trousers (White, black or black striped 
or grey) or Dhoti. 

2, Lady Advocates 

(a) Black and lull or half sleeve jacket or blouse, white 
collar, stiff or soft, with white bands with Advocates’ 
Gowns; 

(b) Sarecs, or long skirts (white or black) or Flare. 

Provided that the weariug of Advocates' gown shall be 
optional except when appearing in the Supreme Court or in 
a High Court.

SRO 12 /7/C/I.&C /71. — WHEREAS a draft of certain 
bye-laws for regulating Ihe erection and re-erection of build- 
ings in the Cantonment of Saugor was published with the 
Cantonment Board’s Notice No. B, 3/3/Vol. IIJ, dated the 
28th December, 1977, as required by section 284 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections 
and suggestions, from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
till the expiry of a period of thirty days from the date of 
publication of the said notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was affixed on the Saugor 
Cantonment Notice Board on the 28th December, 1977; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were 
received from the public by the Cantonment Board before 
the expiry of thirty days from the said date; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed Ihe said draft of the bve-laws as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 186 of the said Act and in supersession of the 
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bye-laws published with the Notification of the Central Pro- 
vinces No. 19962133-11, dated the 15th October, 1931. the 
Cantonment Boaid, Saugor, hereby makes the following bye- 
laws. namely : — 

BYE-LAWS 

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These bve-laws 
may be called the Saugor Cantonment (Erection or Re- 
erection of Buildings) Bye-laws, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Notice of erection or tie-erection of building . — (1) 

Every person intending to erect or re-erect a building shall 
give notice in wiiting to the Cantonment Executive Officer, 
under section 179 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 

1924), in the Form specified in Appendix ‘A’ to these bye- 
laws and h; shall at the same time submit the following 
documents in duplicate, in case the site is situated inside 
the Notified Civil Area and tho Bazar Area of the Canton- 
ment or in tiiplicate if the site is under the management of 
the Military Estates Officer (one copy being on tracing 
cloth), duly signed by him or by his agent, namely 

(i) a site plan, in distinctive colour, of the land on 
which it is intended to erect or re-erect the 
building; 

(ii) a plan of the building elevation and the cross- 
section which it is proposed to erect or re-erect to 
gether with a plan of the existing building, if any, 
showing all platforms, balconies and other projec- 
tions existing thereon: and 

(iii) specifications or details required In the Form 
specified in Appendix ‘B’ to these bve-laws. 

(2) Copies of Forms specified in Appendix ‘A 1 and 
Appendix ‘B’ may be supplied by the Cantonment Board 
Office on payment of 50 raise for each Form. 

3. Distinctive colours of all works. — All new works shall 
be indicated on the plans in a distinctive colour and a key 
to the colours used thereon shall be indicated as detailed 
below • — 

Existing work — Black colour. 

Proposed work — Red colour. 

Demolition work- -Yellow colour. 

4. Preparation of plans. — All plans shall be prepared by 

a qualified drnftman duly licenced bv the Board in this 
behalf. 1 

5. Site Plan. — ( 1 ) A detailed dimensioned site plan shall 
be drawn to a scale of not less than 1 meter to 1 kilometer 
and the scale used shall be marked on the plan. 

(2) The site plan shall clearly show — 

(a) the direction of the North Point; 

(b) the boundaries of the site on which it is proposed 
to erect or re-erect the bidding; 

(c) the position of the proposed building on the site and 
of all adjacent buildings, streets, vacant land and 
drains showing distance from the proposed building; 

(d) the names, if any, and width of all streets on 
which the site abuts, together with the municipal 
numbers, if any, of the adjoining houses or 
premises: 

(e) the line of frontage of adjoining buildings, if 
any; 

(f) the position of drains showing the manner in which 

the roof and house drainage water shall be 
discharged; 

00 the position of all electricity wiring and poles, tele- 
phone poles, public hydrant and trees within six 
meter' of the boundaries of the site 

6. Budding plan — The building plan, section and elevation 
shall be drawn to a scale not less than 1 milimeter to 20 
centimeters and -.hall show Inter-alla the following ; — , 


(a) the external dimensions of the main building; 

(b) the ground floor, and other floors, if any; 

tc) the position and dimension of all projections be- 

yond the main walls of the building; 

(d) the position of all proposed and existing didins, 
bathrooms, urinals, privies, fire-places, kitchens, 
glitters and down snouts and other sanitary con- 
veniences; 

(e) the dimensions of all looms and the size and 
position of all doots, windows and ventilators in 
each room; 

(f) the material to be used for the foundation, walls 
floors, ceilings and roofs and the proportion of 
mixtures to be used in the construction; 

fg) the purpose for which the building is to be used; 

(h) the level and width of the lowest floor with refer- 
ence to the level of the centre of the street on 
which the front of the proposed building is to 
abut; 

(i) the open space inside and surrounding the proposed 
building for free circulation of air; 

(j) the walls which are common to adjoining buildings; 

(k) the direction of the North point. 

7. Additional Information, if any. to be supplied. — The 
applicant shall also submit such other information or parti- 
culars as the Cantonment Executive Officer may require for 
proper consideration of the application. 

8. Restriction on erection.— No new building (either 
original or re-construction) shall be erected or re-erected 
unless the car-case is built in burnt bricks or coursed stone- 
work on good and sound foundation ; 

Provided that this bye-law shall not in any way affect the 
re-erection of existing Kuchha buildings. 

9 Provision for privies. — (1) Every person who erects or 
re-erccts a building, the whole or any part of which is in- 
tended for use or is being used for human habitation shall, 
construct one or more privies either connected with or as 
a part of the building and make such alterations in the pro- 
posed building as are considered necessary by the Board to 
render the building suitable sanitarily for human habitation : 

Provided that where this is not possible the application 
shall he considered on merits keeping in view the area of 
the house and nature of construction. 

(2) The surface area of a latrine shall not be less than 
1 square meter. It shall have no external opening abutting 

on any street except a ventilator of at-least 16 square deci- 
meters below the roof level of the latrine, directly upon the 
external air, 

(3) a latrine shall have an impervenble floor made of 
smooth hard material having a suitable fall to drain and the 
walls of a latrine upto a height of one meter shall be made 
of stone, concrete or other impervious material. 

10. Material fot outer covering of pent-roofs . — The outer 
covering of all pent-roofs shall be made of tiles, iron sheets 
or other non-inflammable material. 

11. Provision for a pit or drain. — (1) No latrine or refuse 
water pit shall be constructed within 3 meters of a kitchen. 

(2) The house drain through which waste water or aullagc 
water is intended to pass shall be constructed of masonry or 
other impervious material and shall be connected to the near- 
est public drain, wherever such a drain exists, within 16 
meters of the proposed building and in the absence of such 
public drain nearby, the house drain shall be discharged into 
a covered cess pit, which shall be constructed and maintain- 
ed bv the applicant. 

12. Materials for floors and wats of kitchen, etc , — (1) 
The floors and the walls up to a height of 1.00 meter of all 
rooms used or intended to be used as a kitchen, bathroom, 
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latrine or urinal shall be made of or lined with impervious 
material. 

(2) Floors shall be so lain as to have slope into a house 
drain. 

13. Width of stairs. — Every building of more than one 
storey shal have stairs of a width of not less than I meter to 
insure safety in case of fire. 

14. Minimum floor area for a room. — Every room in a 
building intended to be used for human habitation shall 
have — 

(a) a floor of at-least 9.5 Sq, meters and width of 
2.5 meters: 

(b) at least one door, one window and one ventilator 
altogether covering not less than 10% of the floor 
area. 

15. Restriction on Construction of additional Store V— No 
additional storeys shall be erected on any existing building 
unless the walls thereof are properly constructed in burnt 
bricks or coarsed stone-work and the foundation of which is 
sound and capable of taking the additional load safely. 

16. Provision of Godown.— No room intended to be used 
as a godown for the storage of food grains in excess of 18 
quintals shall be constructed unless the floor and walls up (o 
a height of 1 meter arc made of stones, concrete or other 
impervious material and are also rat-proof. 

17. Restriction on building in narrow lane. — In no case the 
height of a building in narrow lane, the width of which is 
less than 10 meters, shall be more than one and half of the 
width of street on which it is to abutting : 

Provided that this provision shall not apply to a building 
on a street which has a width of less than 2 meters where 
the construction of only one storeyed building shall be 
permitted : 

Provided further that in calculating the maximum permis- 
sible total height of the building, the width of the street in 
front shall also include the width of the courtyard which will 
be left open. 

EXPLANATION 1,— The height of the building shall be 
calculated from the plinth level up to the caves of the top- 
most structure. 

EXPLANATION 2.—' The width of a street shall be taken 
to be the distance between the buildings or structures on 
the opposite sides. 

18. Plinths of buildings.—' The plinths of all buildings shall 
be at least 30 centl-meters above the ground level and every 
wall of such building shall have a damp-proof course of not 
less than 2 1 centimeters in thickness above the plinth level, 
which shall consist of cement concrete bituminous felt or 
vitreous tiles : 

Provided that damp proof coarslpg will not he necessary 
for kutchha walls. 

19. Minimum height of rooms. — The height of a proposed 
habitable room should not be less than, — 

(a) In the case of pent roof, 2.44 meters from the ground 
level to the caves; 

(b) in the case of flat roof— 

(i) ground floor 3.35 meters from the floor to ceil- 
ing; 

(ii) subsequent storey 3.05 meters from floor to 
ceiling. 

20. Number of storeys. — Subiect to the provision of bye- 
law 17. the maximum numbor of storevs shall be three in the 
case of flat roofs and the overall height of the building from 
around level up to the top of parapet wall shall not exceed 
12.192 meters. 

21. Restriction on opening of doors, windows, etc. — (11 
No tyw doors, windows or ventilators shall be allowed to be 
fixed to any wall of a building unless there is clear margin of 
land of 1 meter wide from the base of the walls in the 
actual possession of the owner of the house seeking to fix the 
doors and windows. 


(2) The restriction refened to in sub-bye-law (1) shall not 
apply when the said wall abuts on a public street or when 
llie owner of the land contiguous to the wall gives his consent 
in writing to such construction which consent shall be com- 
municated to the Cantonment Executive Officer aiongwith the 
said notice of intention to erect or re-erect the bulding. 

22. Dimensions of doors, windows, etc.— (1) The dimen- 
sions of the doors, windows and ventilators provided for the 
rooms in the proposed building shall not be less than those 
given below -■ — 

(i) Doors— 0.91 meter x 1.33 mts. 

(ii) Windows — 0,61 meter x 0.91 mt. 

(iii) Ventilators — 0,30 meter x 0.45 mt, 

(2) All cates, doors, windows or shutters on the ground floor 
of the building abutting on a street shall not be made to 
open outwards on such street or lane : 

Provided that no window or door shall be permitted in 
the side walls of the second or any other storey of the 
proposed building. 

23. Restriction on construction of steps. — No house steps 
shal be permitted to be constructed so as to protect on to a 
street or beyond a public drain running in front of the build- 
ing, unless prior permission of the Board for such construction 
on the drain has been obtained by the applicant separatly. 

24. Restriction on balcony verandah “Chajla" etc. — No 
balcony, overhanging verandah, chajla or any other prolection 
shall be allowed projecting on Government land : 

Provided, that where the. width of such land is above 8 
meters in front of the building, the Board may, in suitable 
cases, allow such projection up to a width of one meter. 

25. Restriction on over-head passage. — Under no circum- 
stances an overhead passage shall be allowed over any public 
street or Government land. 

26. Restriction on lift. — No lift constructed in a house 
shall be used for human habitation unless its height con- 
forms to the minimum height prescribed for the subsequent 
storey and it conforms to other provisions relating to specifi- 
cations for human habitation. 

27. Restriction on erection of mosque, temple, etc. — No 
mosque, temple or church or any other sacred building shall 
be erected — 

(a) unless the frontage Is atleast 5 meters from the 
centre of the street on which such building abuts; 
and 

(b) unless it is situated at a distance of not less than 
90 meters from any other sacred or religious build- 
ing : 

Provided that the Board mav relax the above restriction in 
individual case under special circumstances for reasons to be 
recorded in writing. 

28. Defective plans tn he returned. — Where the nlanR sub- 
mitted aie un-intelligible, ambiguous or are in contravention 
of these bvc-laws the Cantonment Executive Officer may re- 
turn them to the applicant giving him reasons in writing and 
until a correct plan is re-submitted, the applicant shall he 
deemed not to have given nrooer notice as reauired by sec- 
tion 179 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924).
